SAC Alumnus Roper Wins 
Saddleback Presidency 


Jack Roper, Santa Ana College 
graduate of 1955, was appointed 
new superintendent of the Sad- 
dleback Junior College Disrict on 
September 1. 

Mr. Carl Venstrom, Roper’s 
English 1A instructor at Santa 
Ana, retains a clear memory of 
Roper. He remembers Mr. Roper 
as “an alert, pleasant and intelli- 
gent man possessing all the 
markings of a first class adminis- 
trator.” 

Roper, who was a Pre-teaching 
major while on the Don campus, 
was selected from 57 candidates 
after a 3% month extensive re- 
cruiting campaign. He had pre- 
viously been serving in the 
county superintendent of schools 
office. He worked as interim ad- 
ministrator and secretary pro- 
tem to the board since the dis- 
trict’s formal organization last 
March. 


Roper had not originally ap- 
plied for the position, but was 
later asked to apply for the post 


after the screening process had 
eliminated all but three appli- 
cants. 


Upon appointment, Roper was 
given a one year contract of 
$22,500 and will also serve as 
president of the district’s first 
college, which will begin oper- 
ation in September, 1968. 


Mr. Roper will assume his new 
post with the headquarters in a 
wing of the new Mission Viejo 
High School, located in Mission 
Viejo. 

Roper lives with his wife, 
Susan, (whom he met on the 
Santa Ana campus,) and three 
children, at 13401 Bow Place, 
Tustin. After graduating from 
Santa Ana he went on to Chap- 
man College where he received 
his bachelor’s degree, as well as 
his masters’ degree. 


Roper has also done graduate 
work at the University of South- 
ern California, where he is pres- 
ently a doctorial candidate.

Fills V. P. 


The Santa Ana College student 
body has a new vice president. 

Senator Colonel Donor will 
assume the number two Associat- 
ed Students post for the fall se- 
mester. 

The vacancy occurred with the 
failure of ASSAC Vice President- 
elect Sam Stamolis to complete 
the last semester with the requir- 
ed 2.2 minimum grade point 
average as required by the newly 
revised student body constitu- 
tion. 

Doner, whose new job was an- 
nounced by ASSAC President 
Tom Fuentes, was last year first 
appointed to the Senate and later 
won election to maintain his leg- 
islative seat. He was elevated to 
the post of president pro-tempore 
by his Senate colleagues during 
their summer session. 

The president pro-tempore 
position gained him the right of 
succession to the vice presidency. 

Commenting on his new part- 
ner on the ASSAC Executive 
team, Fuentes said, “I’ve known 
Colonel for a long time and am 
sure he will do a fine job. Of 
course, I’m sorry that Sam Stam- 
olis will not be able to fill the 
position to which the students 
elected him, but I’m very pleased 
that Colonel’s fellow senators 
selected him to take over should 
such a vacancy in the vice presi- 
dency as this occur. 

At the same time, Fuentes re- 
vealed that “it appears several 
positions in the Senate, Cabinet, 
and Supreme Court will require 
appointments in the coming 
weeks.”

Enrollment Surges 
As Registration Ends 


Have the effects of the popula- 
tion explosion been felt at Santa 
Ana College? 

Approximately 314 more stu- 
dents are expected to register 
during the next week. According 
to George W. Herron, Dean of 
Admissions and Records, 6,400 
students were expected to have 
been registered by yesterday’s 
close of registration. 

This figure constitutes an in- 
crease of 740 students over last 
year. 

So far, 2,339 full-time students 
have registered and 3,747 indi- 
viduals interested in part-time 
studies have passed through the 
long processing lines. 

Typical of the increase in at- 
tendance over the past two years 
is the 6.9% increase between the 
fall semesters of 1966 and 1967.
